FOREWORD 


THE  present-day  interest  of  the  art-loving  public  in  the  fine  examples 
of  furniture  and  works  of  art  of  Old  England  and  Wales  will  with- 
out question  be  stimulated  by  the  collection  of  W.  E.  A.  Reilly,  Esq.,  of 
Cabra  House,  Chester,  England,  listed  in  the  following  pages. 

The  collection  contains  specimens  of  the  early  oak  and  walnut  of  the 
Provincial  type  gathered  in  the  home  counties  of  England  and  Wales. 
Owing  their  existence  to  the  local  cabinet  maker  of  the  days  of  long  ago, 
they  were  fashioned  in  his  primitive  way  for  the  humble  thatched-roof 
houses.  The  village  inn  and  taproom  were  also  provided  with  some  of 
these  early  specimens. 

The  more  elegant  pieces  in  walnut  and  mahogany,  however,  were  the 
work  of  the  master  cabinet  makers  of  the  larger  cities  of  England.  Here 
are  finely  carved  or  decorated  tables,  chairs,  secretaries,  commodes,  and 
in  fact  every  useful  and  artistic  object  of  furniture.  Fine  needlework 
coverings  grace  many  of  the  pieces.  The  panels  represent  hours  of  stitch- 
ing on  many  a long  winter  evening  of  painstaking  labor. 

The  group  of  Early  English  Silver,  while  not  containing  numerous 
pieces,  is  of  unusual  interest.  The  splendid  silver  tray  by  Paul  Storr, 
1816,  weighing  174  ounces;  the  two  silver  salvers  by  John  Craig,  1773; 
the  exquisite  silver-gilt  tea  service  by  J.  E.  Terry,  1824 ; the  two  rare 
silver  sauce  boats  by  David  Scott,  1806;  and  the  important  Hamilton 
Palace  silver  tureens  by  Benj.  Smith,  1817,  comprise  the  finest  examples 
of  the  early  English  silversmith’s  art. 

The  rare  late  16th  century  three-fold  tapestry  screen,  the  French  Re- 
naissance tapestry  panel  of  the  18th  century,  and  the  Gothic  tapestry  panel 
of  the  early  17th  century,  are  a distinctive  part  of  the  collection  now  of- 
fered by  public  auction.
